ever termed. A waiting upon Proyidence, that under colour of Reli- 
gion they might deceive the more ſecurely. It tells you, their in- 
tent is to Garriſon all great 'Tovyns , to break the ſpirits of the 
People vvith oppreſſion and poverty. It farther Declares, that 
theſe Grandees judge themſelves looſe, vvhen other men are 
bonnd; all Obligations are to them Tranſitory ahd Ceremonial; 
and that every thing is good and juſt as it conduceth to their Inter- 
eſts. That the Grandees neyer intended an Agreement of the Peo- 
ple, but onely to amuſe that party » oekilh they haſtily ſet up a 
Councell of State to eſtabliſ h their tyranny ; that to prepare the 
vay tothis, they broke the Houſe of Commons, tooke ayvay 
the Houſe of Lords, removed the King by an extrajudiciall vyay 
of proceedings,and erected ſuch a Court of Tuſtice as had no place 
inthe Engliſ h Government. That the remainder of the Houſe 
of Commons is become a meer channell through vyhich is con- 
veyed all the Decrees and Determinations of a private Councell 
of ſome feyvy Officers. All theſe, and the Votes , That the Supreme 
Power inthe People , and the Supreme Authority in the Commons 
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their Repreſentative, vere onely in order to their Intereſts of will - 
and power. That they place their ſecurity in the diviſions of the 
People. That if the preſent Houſe of Commons { hould never fo 
little crofſe the ambition of theſe Grandees, they vvould ſhevy 
no more modeſty to them than they have done to the excluded 
Members : And ſoit concludes vvith a Proteſtation againſt their 
breaking the Faith of the Army yvith all Partics , their diſſolving 
the Counccll of Agitators, and uſurping a povyer of giving forth 
the ſenſe of the Army againſt the Parliament and People , againſt
